Editor Dally News: 


You have already published in one 


of your papers an article printed in 
the Asbury Park, N. J., Press, which 
I gave in an interview to one of the 
reporters, and as you have asked mo 
to give you another letter I will just 
give you my personal opinion in re- 
gards to what I saw and experienced to go in the army, but the government 


only took their names, as they had 
no use for them at that time, and 
later on they may want them. You 
can readily see what enthusiasm there 
is in Germany, and I surely believe 
that Germany will win and must win. 
They will take care of France first, 
and after that England will be looked 
after with Germany's fleet of sub- 
marines, and in the air the Zeppelins 
will show England that their dread- 
naughts will be like paper bags, for 
when three of their large boats can be 
destroyed by one of Germany's sub- 
marines in ten minutes what will they 
do when the Zeppelins above will rain 
shells on their decks and the fleet of 
submarines and torpedoes under their 
bottoms. England will wish that she 
had never declared war against Ger- 
many. 


But it will take time to convince the 


people that the English and French 
dispatches are only fables, but the 
truth will surely prevail, and it will 
surely come, and England will pay the 
bill. 


while I was in Germany for five weeks 
after declaration of war by England 
on Germany. For five days after Ger- 
many ordered mobilization the people 
about the streets of Stutzard and Bre- 
men seemed to hold their breath, and 
it was as still as death as you moved 
about the cities, just as if something 
terrible was about to happen. Peo- 
ple talked in whispers as if afraid of a 
great calamity about to come upon 
them, but when the embassador of 
England asked for his passports at 9 
o'clock in the evening, at the same 
time handing to the emporior of Ger- 
many the decree declaring war by 
England on Germany on the 5th of 
August, the next morning the 6th of 
August, the streets were 
alive and 


everybody had heard the news of war 
with England. Everything that had 
any kind of a sign of English, a black 
paint brash -was brouglit in use and 
it was painted over. 
Never have I 


seen before such a chango in the peo- 
ple in a few hours—everybody was 
really wanting to go to the 
front; 


trains were moving, crowded with sol- 
diers, artillery and cavalry horses in 
freight cars, and loads of ammunition 
going to the front, for what? To deal 
death, and they who were going ex- 
pected the same fate. 


The French were pushing into Ger- 


many at Lotheringea and Mulhausea, 
and Russia, who had promised the em- 
peror that the;* would remain neutral, 
was already 18 miles over the German 
border near Thorn. What could Ger- 
many do but defend its own country 
from invasion? 


Germany wanted no war, but Eng- 


land, whose jealousy of Germany's 
growth and prosperity, thought now 
was her time, and she led France and 
Russia on, promising aid and help to 
crush 
Germany. 
Still, everybody 


thinks that Germany was the only na- 
tion who was prepared for this great 
struggle but I want to quote what a 
gentleman from Holyoke, Mass., says. 
James L. Tighe, consulting engineer, 
has just returned from a long tour in 
England and other European cities. 
He spent a large part of his time in 
Ireland, and he is one of those who 
believes very strongly that England 
had prepared for war long before the 
die was cast. 
Mr. Tighe had very 


positive information that the mobiliza- 
tion orders for the reservists 
were 


sent in staled packages to every post- 
office, large and small, in the British 
Isles, all o£ a year ago, and that all 
that was necessary was a telegraph 
message to the postmaster to release 
the orders, and this was done within 
an hour after war had been decided 
on, and the mobilization of England 
began the next morning. 


The muzzling of the press in Eng- 


land is absolute, says Mr. Tighe. There 
was nothing printed that did not show 
the success of the Allies, and the only 
mention that was made of the retreat 
toward Paris was refrences to "mas- 
terly strategy." The daily papers pub- 
lish only news from 
England and 


I wonder if our people have forgot- 


ten the Alabama claim, a humiliation 
that is still in the English mind. She 
certainly paid dearly for it and she 
will again pay to Germany for 
her 


treachery, the same us she did to us 
for her assistance to the 
southern 


cause. 


But enough! 
The war will go on 


and I am confident that Germany will 
get to Paris in a not far distant day.

Antwerp, Belgium. — An English 


Woman. Miss Louise Hack. a well- 
known writer ot fiction, has -written

the haven of thousands of refugees, 
Belgians, British and Americans. The 
capital of Belgium was transferred 
here from Brussels, and German Zep- 
pelins brought the city into promi- 
nence by bombarding it from the skies 
M night Miss Mack writes: 


"Slowly, painfully, through the bias- 


ing summer day, our long, brown train 
goes creeping towards Anvers. An- 
Yers! The name has grown into an 
emblem of hope in these sad days. 
when the Belgians are fleeing for their 
lives from their little homes among 
the flat, green 
pastures, fleeing 


towards their own fortified city that 
•we Xnglish know as Antwerp, or else 
directing their desperate, maddened 
flights to the Inedible peace and se-

The war In which Germany is en 


gaged and which was forced upon he 
Is a war of defense. 


The mother of the emperor is an 


English woman, the wife of the klni 
of England a German. And yet thl 
congenerical and congenial nation has 
sent the declaration of war Into this 
house, and how It will end the Lord 
only knows. 


Four millions of Germans are at the 


front and If necessary six million 
more of her sons are ready to go am 
shed their blood for the fatherland. 


While I was at Hamburg I learned 


that in Leipzig, Berlin and Hamburg 
in three days one and a quarter mil- 
lion young men under age volunteered

gards to what I saw and experienced to go in the army, but the government 
while I was in Germany for five weeks 
after declaration of war by England 
on Germany. For five days after Ger- 
many ordered mobilization the people 
about the streets of Stutzard and Bre- 
men seemed to hold their breath, and 
it was as still as death as you moved 
about the cities, just as if something 
terrible was about to happen. Peo- 
ple talked in whispers as if afraid of a 
great calamity about to come upon 
them, but when the embassador of 
England asked for his passports at 9 
o'clock in the evening, at the same 
time handing to the empcrior of Ger- 
many the decree declaring war by 
England on Germany on the 5th of 
August, the next morning the 6th of 
August, the streets were 
alive and 


everybody had heard the news of war 
with England. Everything that had 
any kind of a sign of English, a black 
paint brush was brought in use and 
it was painted over. 
Never have I 


seen before such a chango in the peo- 
ple in a few hours—everybody was 
really wanting to go to the 
front; 


trains were moving, crowded with sol- 
diers, artillery and cavalry horses in 
freight cars, and loads of ammunition 
going to the front, for what? To deal 
death, and they who were going ex- 
pected the same fate. 


The French were pushing into Ger- 


many at Lotheringea and Mulhausea, 
and Russia, who had promised the em- 
peror that they would remain neutral, 
was already 18 miles over the German 
border near Thorn. What could Ger- 
many do but defend its own country 
from invasion? 


Germany wanted no war, but Eng- 


land, whose jealousy of Germany's 
growth and prosperity, thought now 
was her time, and she led France and 
Russia on, promising aid and help to 
crush 
Germany. 
Still, everybody 


thinks that Germany was the only na- 
tion who was prepared for this great 
struggle but I want to quote what a 
gentleman from Holyoke, Mass., says. 
James L. Tighe, consulting engineer, 
has just returned from a long tour in 
England and other European cities. 
Ho spent a large part of his time in 
Ireland, and he is one of those who 
believes very strongly that England 
had prepared for war long before the 
die was cast. 
Mr. Tighe had very 


positive information that the mobiliza- 
tion orders for the reservists 
were 


sent in staled packages to every post- 
offlce, large and small, in the British 
Isles, all of a year ago, and that all 
that was necessary was a telegrapl 
message to the postmaster to release 
the orders, and this was done within 
an hour after war had been decided 
on, and the mobilization of England 
began the next morning. 


The muzzling of the press In Eng- 


land is absolute, says Mr. Tighe. There 
was nothing printed that did not show 
the success of the Allies, and the only 
mention that w^s made of the retreat 
toward Paris was refrences to "mas- 
terly strategy." The daily papers pub- 
lish only news from 
England and 


Paris, and only favorable for the Al- 
lies. The daily lamentations 
here 


over the atrocities, the barbarities of 
the Germans are dictated by English 
hyprocrisy. 


The Americans who profess to be so 


Indignant over the bombardment of 
Rheims, seven miles from the city with 
their artillery, have plainly forgotten 
what Sherman's "March to the Sea" 
was. 


Atrocities! Enough of this whining 


of English hyprocrisy, because some 
beautiful building has been destroyed 
by bullets and explosives. No one re- 
grets it more than we do. But you 
who claim that you represent the press 
of America but who stand In the ban 
of London, whose every hypocrisy you 
echo, whose every news atrocity you 
blindly acept—you have no right to 


only took their names, as they had 
no use for them at that time, and 
later on they may want them. You 
can readily see what enthusiasm there 
is in Germany, and I surely believe 
that Germany will win and must win. 
They will take care of France first, 
and after that England will be looked 
after with Germany's fleet of sub- 
marines, and in the air the Zeppelins 
will show England that their dread- 
naughts will be like paper bags, for 
when three of their large boats can be 
destroyed by one of Germany's sub- 
marines in ten minutes what will they 
do when the Zeppelins above will rain 
shells on their decks and the fleet of 
submarines and torpedoes under their 
bottoms. England will wish that she 
liad never declared war against Ger- 
many. 


But it will take time to convince the 


people that the English and French 
dispatches are only fables, but 
the 


truth will surely prevail, 'and it will 
surely come, and England will pay the 
bill. 


I wonder if our people have forgot- 


ten the Alabama claim, a humiliation 
that is still in the English mind. She 
certainly paid dearly for it and she 
will again pay to Germany for 
her 


treachery, the same KS she did to us 
for her assistance to the 
southern 


cause. 


But enough! 
The war will go on 


and I am confident that Germany will 
get to Paris in a not far distant day.

"Slowly, painfully, through the bias- 


ing summer day, our long, brown train 
goes creeping towards Anvers. Au- 
rora! The name has grown Into an 
emblem of hope In these sad days, 
when the Belgians are fleeing for their 
IlTes from their little homes among 
the flat, green 
pastures, fleeing 


towards their own fortified city that 
•we Xnglish know as Antwerp, or else 
directing their desperate, maddened 
flights to the Ineffable peace and se- 
curity of the far-off and mysterious 
•Angleterre.' 


"See them at every station crowding 


In I In they crowd, herding like dumb, 
driven cattle, and always the poor, 
white-faced women with their wide, 
Innocent eyes have babies In their 
arms and children tugging at their 
skirts. Wherever we stop we find the 
platforms lined ten deep, and by the 
wlldness with which they fight their 
•way Into the already crowded carriage 
one knows the pent-up terror In these 
poor, simple hearts. They must get 
In, they must.

And 
soon every compartment Is packed 
and on we go through the stifling, 
blinding August day Inwards toward 
Anvers.
